FOREWORD 


NNOUNCEMENT    is   Wewitk 

made  or  a  series  or  etched  portraits, 
by  Mr.  Jacques  Reich,  the  noted  por- 
trait etcher,  or  the  general  officers  or 
the  regular  army  and  volunteer  forces 
in  the  war  with  Spam,  ana  including  the 
Phillipme  insurrection. 

There  "were  some  280,000  men  under  arms 
in  this  war,  and  divided  into  corps,  divisions 
and  brigades,  this  would  call  for  more  than 
one  nundred  general  officers.  It  is  therefore 
well  within  bounds  to  say  that  tne  work  will 
be  on  a  scale  not  hitherto  attempted  owing  to 
tne  great  cost  of  so  many  etchings  and  tne  diffi- 
culty of  obtaining  the  necessary  data  and 
photographs. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  publisher  to  make  the 
series  tne  authority  on  tne  subject,  and  it  will 
remain  tne  permanent  record  of  the  portrait- 
ure and  organization  of  tne  army  during  tne 
period  covered  by  the  war. 

The  etchings  will  be  based  on  approved 
pnotograpns,  m  most  cases  selected  by  the  sub- 
jects themselves  as  their  favorite  portrait,  and, 
still  further  adding  to  the  historical  interest 
and  importance  of  the  series,  a  number  of 
proofs  will  he  signed  by  the  living  subjects,  as 
well  as  hy  Mr.  Reich. 


The  portraits  "will  be  issued  in  a  sumptu- 
ous ana  attractive  form,  with  a  protective 
tissue,  carrying  the  military  record  or  the 
subject,  ana  enclosed  in  a  special  cover  jacket. 

The  opportunity  presented  or  securing  an 
autlioritative  etched  portrait  ox  tne  different 
commanders,  executed  by  an  artist  of  recog- 
nized ability  and  national  reputation,  at  less 
than  tne  cost  of  a  good  photograph  will  no 
doubt  be  appreciated  as  unusual,  and  subscrip- 
tions are  respectfully  solicited. 

THE  ETCHINGS,  AND  A  FEW  WORDS 
ABOUT  THE  ETCHER. 

Tne  etchings  will  be  professedly  plain,  in 
a  sketchy,  artistic  style,  and  yet  presenting  a 
striking  likeness  of  tne  subject.  Tne  paper 
used  x^ill  be  tne  test  for  the  purpose,  Japan 
paper  for  the  plain  impressions,  and  India 
paper  for  tne  signed  impressions.  Great  care 
will  be  taken  in  tne  printing  (which  will  be 
done  under  Mr.  Reich  s  direct  supervision)  to 
obtain  tne  best  result  possible  from  tne  plate 
m  each  copy.  Tne  portraits  will  be  etched 
on  a  4/4x6  copper  plate,  and  printed  on  paper 
"with  generous  margins. 

As  to  the  quality  of  tne  etchings,  Mr. 
Jacques  Reich  is  an  accomplished  etcher,  of 
long  experience,  and  his  work  is  most  favor- 
ably  known    "wherever    art    is    prized.      The 
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publisher  is  confident  trie  etchings  will  com- 
mend themselves,  both  as  likenesses  and  as 
•works  of  art,  representing  as  they  do,  the 
mature  work  of  one  of  the  foremost  Ameri- 
can portrait  etchers. 

In  order  to  show  just  what  is  intended  m 
the  series,  a  special  plate  has  been  made,  not 
included  in  the  regular  list,  but  yet  an  officer 
of  the  Spanish  war,  "which  is  given  as  a  front- 
ispiece herewith,  printed  from  the  original 
copper  plate.  As  Colonel  Astor  was  lost  in 
the  sinking  of  the  Titanic,  the  proof  impres- 
sions of  this  plate  will  be  signed  by  Mr.  Reich 
only,  and  these,  as  well  as  plain  proofs,  may 
be  obtained  at  the  prices  given  on  the  folio-w- 
ing pages. 


THE  SUBJECTS. 

Although  it  is  now  some  fifteen  years  since 
the  war  "with  Spain  occurred,  there  is  not  at 
present  in  print  any  list  of  the  various  offi- 
cers of  corps,  divisions,  brigades,  regiments, 
etc.,  such  as  is  common  for  the  armies  of  the 
Civil  War  period,  and  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  publisher,  therefore,  to  issue  these  portraits, 
as  stated  before,  with  the  military  record  of 
the  subject,  so  that  at  the  close  of  the  series 
they  may  be  bound  together  and  form  a  his- 
tory of  the  organization  of  the  army,  as  well 
as  the  complete  portraiture  of  its  officers  from 


approved  photographs.  No  a#empt  -will  here 
be  made  to  name  all  the  subjects,  hut  the  fol- 
lowing is  a  partial  list.  The  portraits  will 
not  appear  in  any  special  sequence,  hut  will  he 
announced  from  time  to  time  as  they  are 
ready  for  delivery.

HESLER'S  BEST 

In  1857  Mr.  Lincoln  appeared  at  Hesler's  Studio  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  Chicago  attorneys  who  wanted  his  picture.  The  artist 
sent  him  into  the  wash  room  and  for  some  reason  Mr.  Lincoln 
wet  his  hair  and  plastered  down  over  his  forehead.  This  did  not 
please  the  artistic  taste  of  the  photographer  and  he  run  his 
fingers  through  his  hair.  If  it  had  been  dry  it  would  have  taken 
its  usual  appearance,  but  being  wet  it  assumed  a  towsled  ap- 
pearance. The  novelty  in  the  case  is  that  it  is  claimed  that  the 
negative  was  made  in  four  different  cities  by  four  different  ar- 
tists, and  that  two  different  people  mussed  his  hair.  After  the 
nomination  the  politicians  said  that  Hesler  must  get  another 
sitting  and  Lincoln  replied  that  he  must  remain  in  Springfield 
during  the  canvass,  but  if  Hesler  would  come  to  Springfield  he 
would  be  dressed  up  and  give  what  time  was  needed.  Hesler 
came  down  and  made  about  eight  negatives  and  the  accompany- 
ing picture  is  called  "Hesler's  Best."  The  history  is  copied  from 
Hesler's  letter  to  Herbert  Wells  Fay  custodian  Lincoln's  Tomb. 

This  sketch  was  made  by  Jacques  Reich  who  never  fails  to 
get  a  likeness.  Over  6000  engravings  by  Reich  are  in  the  Fay  col- 
lection.
